Mansfield Pushing For 
18 '/ear Vote Decision 
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Financial Difficulties

First hand experiences in the 
Vietnam field of action were 
related in Red Bluff to the High 
Twelve Club by Sgt. Robert 
Shepherd, now home on leave. 
His talk touched on various 
tactics employed by the Viet 
Cong and restrictive measures 
governing U.S. combat soldiers. 
The combination of newly im­ 
posed rationing of artillery 
ammunition plus extreme care 
being exercised by the military 
to protect civilians, Shepherd 
said, demands a maximum 
amount of alertness by the 
combat troops to stay alive. 
During a question and answer 
period, a question was brought 
up regarding the My Lai affair. 
Shepherd said he had no in­ 
formation on that incident, but 
related one of his own. His 
battalion was quartered safe 
behind 
enemy 
lines 
and 
preparing to enjoy Christmas 
Day. As the day wore on, young 
children 
began 
gathering 
around the outskirts 
of 
the 
camp. The G.I.s began giving 
them presents, such as candy. 
The crowd continued growing 
and presently was making itself 
at home in the camp. After a 
while, the commander became 
suspicious as the grenades and 
sm all bombs began 
to be 
m issing. 
He 
ordered 
the 
youngsters searched and the 
place cleared of them. An in­ 
ventory showed quite a number 
of grenades missing. That night 
the 
battalion 
was 
hit 
by 
grenades exploding in and 
around 
the 
men and 
doing 
considerable 
damage. 
Ac­ 
cording to Shepherd, there 
are none you can trust, that 
women and children carry on 
the same ambushing tactics as 
men. 
Shepherd, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Carl Shepherd of Red Bluff, has 
been awarded the Purple Heart 
Medal, Combat Infantry Badge, 
Expert Marksman Badge and 
the Vietnam Campaign ribbon.

Critical Of US Mines

The National 
Academy 
of 
Sciences has sounded a note of 
alarm regarding the status and 
future of the nation’s mineral 
science and technology. 
In a seven-part study just 
released, the Academy presents 
a critical assessment of the 
deteriorating U.S. position in 
world mining and 
mineral 
education. 
“ The 
state 
of 
mineral 
technology in the United States 
is wretched,” the report an­ 
nounces. 
According to Dr Vernon E. 
Scheid, Dean of the Mackay 
School of Mines, U.S. Bureau of 
Mines in response to growing 
concern over the problems of the 
mineral industry and its related 
fields of research and education. 
As 
a 
result, 
in 
1966 
the 
National Academy of Sciences, 
with the National Academy of 
Engineering 
and 
National 
Research Council, established a 
Committee on Mineral Science 
and Technology, charged with 
the task of “determining the 
state of mineral science and 
technology in the United States 
and providing information and 
recommendations regarding its 
health and effectiveness.” The 
seven-volume “Mineral Science 
and Technology’’ is the outcome 
of that endeavor.

In Funds To Fight Narcotics 


Six panels of experts were 
named by the Committee to 
survey and report on the fields 
of 
mining, 
extractive 
metallurgy, 
production 
of 
mineral fluids, fuel science and 
te c h n o lo g y , 
n o n m e ta llic 
m aterials, 
and 
m ineral 
economics and resources. 
Most important result of the 
work, perhaps, is the statement 
of 
alarm 
“ that 
Mineral 
engineering 
programs 
in 
universities 
receive 
so 
little 
financial support, a partial 
consequence of which is the 
deteriorated 
state 
of 
higher 
education in these fields in the 
United States.” 


For example, in universities, 
where 
formal 
training 
of 
mineral scientists and engineers 
occurs, our of 26 departments of 
mining engineering accredited 
in 1962, only 17 remained in 1967 


A sampling of the industry in 
1964 indicated a 10-year need for 
at 
least 
162 
new 
mining 
engineers per year. 
Between 
1962 and 1967 only 132 bachelor 
degrees were granted in this 
technical field. 
At the graduate level, almost 
half of the students in mining, 
extractive metallurgy, 
and

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
President Nixon, announcing a 
$30 million increase in federal 
research and education efforts 
to fight narcotics traffic, says 
“drug addiction among school 
age youth is increasing at an 
alarming rate.” 
In a statement issued Wed­ 
nesday, Nixon said: 
“Although appropriations for 
drug education and 
training 
have grown six-fold between 
fiscal 1969 and fiscal 1971, the 
situation calls for much greater 
effort." 
He called for $135 8 million in 
education and research funds 
for the fiscal year starting July 
1, up from $105.8 million in the 
current budget year. 
One feature of the Nixon drug 
program will increase available 


money for marijuana research 
by the National Institute of 
Mental Health to $3.3 million in 
fiscal 1971, compared to $2.6 
million currently. 
Dr Stanley F. Yolles, director 
of the institute, said researchers 
are convinced that marijuana 
“is not an innocuous drug” and 
can lead in some cases to toxic 
psychosis and disrupt patterns 
of 
thought, 
speech, 
and 
memory. He acknowledged, 
however, 
he 
knew 
of 
no 
documented case of the drug 
causing a single death 
When asked if marijuana 
represented 
a 
more 
serious 
problem than alcohol, Yolles 
said: 
“We don’t have the answer as 
yet. Both drugs have negative 
effects ” 


Nixon 
announced 
plans 
to 
spend $3 5 million through the 
Office of Education to train 
teachers 
and 
other 
school 
personnel in the fundamentals of 
drug abuse education. 
When 
spread among all the staes, 
however, grants to each will be 
quite 
modest, 
ranging 
from 
$40,000 to $210,000 each. 
The President also has or­ 
dered the creation of a National 
Clearing House for Drug Abuse 
and Education “ giving the 
public one central 
office 
to 
contact.” Initially staffed by

A radical sociology professor bans creweut students from 
attending his class The students bring the case into court and the 
judge supports the right of the professor to make such a rule, ex­ 
plaining: “In these parlous, troubled times, when discipline ap­ 
pears to be an ugly word, it should not be considered unreasonable 
nor regarded as an impingement of constitutional prerogatives, to 
require plaintiffs to bring themselves within the spirit, purpose and 
intendments of the questioned rule.” 
The rule is a fair one, obviously. The professor realizes that 
some guy with a crew cut sitting in the front row would disturb all 
his long-hair serious thinkers A classroom can’t be run like that. 
Besides, the insistence on having a crew cut reflects a 
troublemaker, someone who can’t conform to basic rules, and if he 
can’t conform to reasonable rules, then he probably lacks the 
discipline to be a serious student. On top of that, he’s probably a 
repressed homosexual or else he wouldn’t worry about fitting the 
masculine stereotype, 
In this hypothetical case, one might wonder about the con­ 
nection between short hair and learning sociology One might also 
wonder about the relationship between long hair and athletic 
performance Apparently there is one because a federal judge 
ruled in support of a track coach’s hair length standard this week 
and gave the reasoning used in the first paragraph He also added 
that athletics “provide a unique form for the development of 
discipline, individual sacrifice and team work not available in 
other school programs.” 
The judge is concerned with discipline and self-sacrifice. The 
coach probably shares this concern Discipline is equated with 
obeying a rule made by the coach. Yet the rule does not contribute 
toward making a faster runner or developing a better athlete It 
serves to impose a rigid, military discipline on high school athletes 
that is designed to breed conformity to the coach’s view of life 
In much of America, discipline means doing what you’re told, 
particularly by those who have some authority. It means an 
unquestioning acceptance of authority presumably because those 
in power know what’s good for people When the coach makes a rule 
about hair length, team members are supposed to obey it. In this 
way, the ahtletes learn about discipline and surrender of self for the 
good of the team They also learn something about the 
authoritarian nature of such coaches 
There is a difference, and it is a vast one, between the dic- 
sipline that aims at self-perfection and control over one’s mind and 
body and the kugdi of discipline that is the systematic wearing down 
of the individual until his behavior exactly mirrors that of everyone 
else around him. 
* 
Roger Bannister, who broke the four-minute barrier in the mile 
for the first time, said of running. “I think sometimes that running 
has given me a glimpse of the greatest freedom a man can ever 
know, because it results in the simultaneous liberation of both body 
and mind.” 
Ideally, education is directed toward the same end, toward the 
freedom of the individual so that he might fulfill his human 
potential. The good scholar is inquisitive, argumentative, ac­ 
cepting of nothing without a thorough investigation. Academic 
disciplines try to teach the student how to think for himself so that 
he is capable of being himself. 
In both athletics and academics, the most meaningful discipline 
is that which comes from the individual himself, the order that he 
imposes on his own existence so that he can make sense of it. It is 
also the essence of democracy for without discipline of self, 
anarchy or tyranny results. 
There is no place for a double standard in the academic 
community. Coaches are educators above everything else. They 
are not dictators of life styles; they are not there to mold people 
into neat, presentable packages for societal consumption. 
“The primary responsibility of a university coach,” writes 
Jack Scott in his book Athletics for Athletes,” is to be an educator, 
not a developer of Olympic medal winners. University athletics 
must be conducted in an educational manner; this is the only 
proper justification for thé school’s sponsoring athletics ” 
The traditional code of academic freedom for teachers says 
that they have no right to force their own personal beliefs on a 
captive audience of students In the same way, coaches have no 
right to force athletes to conform to their personal beliefs about 
long hair, interracial dating, or any other personal matters.

State Predicts 
Less Than Normal 
Snowpack Runoff 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) 
— 
California’s snowpack appears 
meager compared with 
last 
year’s, but runoff forecasts for 
this spring still remain good, the 
state reported today. 
February precipitation was 
less than average and the 
snowpack dwindled somewhat, 
particularly at lower and middle 
elevations in the Sierra. 
The snow water content for 
the state is 85 per cent of 
average while the water year 
forecast runoff is 145 per cent of 
average. 
The State Water Resources 
D epartm ent, in its monthly 
snowpack report, said “some 
caution in water use planning 
appears justified in areas where 
direct diversion from 
low 
elevation watersheds is prac­ 
ticed.” 
The way the snowpack is 
distributed could cause earlier- 
than-usual runoff, the depart­ 
ment said. 
Farm ers in the Central Valley 
and other water users depend on 
the forecasts to help them plan 
water use.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department said today 
it is “dubious and doubtful’ ’ that 
a congressional statute lowering 
the voting age to 18 would get by 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

view that the voting age should 
be reduced to 18 by amending 
the 
Constitution, 
opposed 
vigorously Senate bids to do the

Congress. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. William H. 
Request told a Senate con­ 
stitutional am endm ent sub­ 
com m ittee 
the departm ent 
opposes Congress lowering the 
voting age on its own for these 
three reasons: 
— “The constitutional validity 
of such a statute would be open 
to the most serious doubt.” 
— “Doubt as to the validity of 
the statute could create con­ 
fusion and uncertainty as to the 
outcome 
of a 
presidential 
election.” 
— The process of amending 
the Constitution, which requires 
a two-thirds majority of both 
houses 
of 
Congress 
and 
ratification by three-quarters of 
the states, is more likely to 
produce the widespread con­ 
sensus needed if the change is to 
be widely accepted.

The California Water Resources Association estimates that 
fresh water recreation demands within the state will add up to 
about half a billion user days annually in 50 years from now. and 
sees in that an argument for full speed ahead with water projects 
despite protests oí nature preservationist groups 


The association's directors have concluded that demand for 
fresh water recreation «ill so far outstrip water available that use 
oí water recreation facilities in the state will be restricted, pointing 
out that already is the case at Santa Barbara County's Cachuma 
Reservoir, ami soon may be the case at San Bernardino County's 
Lake Silverrood 
Just how accurate the forecast may be is a matter oí con­ 
jecture. but there can be little doubt that there will be more and 
more persons ready and willing to take advantage of greatly ex­ 
panded water recreation facilities in years to come — if they are 
available But also there is little doubt that the amount of the so- 
called "demand" will depend on w hat is available .As long as there 
are uncrowded places to launch and operate boats, to water ski. to 
fish and to swim the number of users wifi grow ana grow But li 
conch lions become crowded and consequently less pleasant, grow th 
m the number of users will slow down 


Obviously, if that happens the quality of life for the water en­ 
thusiasts will deteriorate But decisions will have to be made, and 
in some instances at least it will be a question of balancing one 
value against the other The quality of life has long since 
deten «a ted in California for the hunting enthusiast True 
wilderness areas where a man could hunt or fish or cut timber at 
will to build a cabin were gone a hundred years ago 
That doesn't mean we shouldn't do the best we can with what 
we have left It might even be considered that it is indica ti» that 
water recrea ti» in the state should be developed to the fullest. But 
it seems logical to believe that expansion cannot go or. forever If 
curtailing the expansion before the ultimate limit is reached w ill 
seme other purposes those other purposes should be considered 
There is always the question, too. of bow much public money 
may be going to uses which principally benefit only a portion of the 
public And even if all the public benefits, is the benefit com­

In its 10-year history, this 
prestigious institution has 
loaned out more than S3 billion 
to stimulate the development of 
Latin America These loans 
have done much good But the 
bank's work has been seriously 
hampered by slipshod lending 
practices, outnght waste and 
the frittering of its funds to 
promote its esteemed president. 
Felipe Herrera 
Since this column revealed 
how Herrera used bank money 
to travel freely, publish his 
speeches and reward his 
friends the bank's information 
officers have been muzzled to 
prevent further disclosures 
Joaquin Mayer, a former Cuba 
sugar lobbyist now the in­ 
formation chief said the policy 
is to reveal only what appears in 
the bank's published reports 
Despite this coverup attempt, 
new instances of cronyism and 
favoritism by Herrera can dow 
be reported 
For example Herrera who 
comes from Chile has filled 36 
of the bank’s top jobs with 
Chileans. In fact, there are more 
Chileans in the bank's upper 
echelons than any other Latin 
nationality 
Although it is considered bad 
practice for an international 
bank to appoint persons to 
represent the bank in their home 
countries, Herrera has ap­ 
pointed an old Brazilian buddy 
of his, Ewaldo Correia Lima, as 
the bank's representative in

In Argentina, another of 
Herrera s pais. Carlos Paz. is 
the bank's representative 
although be is Argentine. 


Ear her. this column disclosed 
that Herrera was the guest of 
city 
planner 
Constantine 
Doxiadis on a cruise in the 
Aegean Sea About the same 
time. Doxiadis got a contract 
from the bank to study the 
development possibilities of 
River Plate Basin in Lower 
South Amenca. a subject having 
nothing to do with city planning 


Now it has been learned that 
Doxiadis was also hired to 
design a set of charts and graphs 
for what was to be called the 
bank’s “cybernetics room ’’ 
This celebrated room had 
previously been used for dining. 
It became vacant when Herrera 
rented the penthouse above the 
bulking next door to the bank 
and converted it into a lavish 
dining suite 
Many bank employes thought 
the idea of having a “dbyer- 
netics room’’ was an 111- 
isguised attempt to justify the 
expensive penthouse Never­ 
theless, the graphs and charts 
were installed, and the bank was 
tailed the $16.000 for them, an 
amount that was considered 
exorbitant even by some of the 
bank's officials 
The Doxiadis display proved 
virtually incomprehensible to
